Arrival in Chicago, ‘and Condition of 
the Survivors. 

The schooner Collingwood, bound to this 
port from St. Helena with a cargo of cedar, 
foundered in the great gale of Thursday 
night, when off about twenty or twenty-five 
miles from Milwaukee in mid leke, and the 
Captain and three of the crew went down 
with her. The rest of the crew, fourin num- 
ber, composed of R. D. Sheldon, mate, and 
Nicholas Johnson and Frank McFee, sailors, 
and the cook, named Jacobs, climbed on to 
the top of the cabin, which became detached 
as the vessel went down head foremost. 
After being exposed to the fury of the ele- 
ments for thirty-one hours they were sight- 
ed by the propeller Wiscon$in, Capt. William 
F. McGregor, of the Goodrich Steamboat 
Line, bound from Grand Haven to Milweu- 
kee, who hove to and took Sheldon, Join- 
svn, and McFee on board. : 

JACOBS, THE COOK, 
died several hours before the Wisconsin 
sighted them. ‘They were taken to Mil- 
waukee, and from there came to this city by 
rail, arriving yesterday afterneon. The sur- 
vivors, when seen by the marine reporter of 
Tue Tripuneg, bad just arrived by train 
from Milwaukee, and were being subjected 
to interviews by nearly every one that met 
them, 
JOHNSON’S ACCOUNT. 

Nicholas Johnson, one of the survivors, in 
answer to questions from Tue TRIBUNE re- 
porter, told the following story of the dis- 
aster: 

“ About 4 or 5 o’clock Thursday afternoon the 
wind began blowing very fresh from the nor’- 
east, and Capt. Willis ordered sail to be short- 
ened. We were then about in the midale of the 
lake, and twenty or thirty miles nor’east of 
Milwaukee. About 6 o'clock the wind increased 
to a gaie, and the schooner listed to the port 
and her deck-load of cedar shifted, and a part 
went overboard. The pumps wer sounded, and 
it was discovered that she was fuli of water. 
The beim was put hard down in hopes that she 
would right herself. The seas came over her 
rapidiy, and soon 

SHE SPLIT WIDE OPEN 
and her decks burst, and soon she went down, 
headforemost. Capt. Willis and three of the 
sailors were aft,and went down with her. As 
the vessel went down the top of ber cabin float- 
ed off, and Sbekion, the mate, McFee, Jacobs, 
the cook, and myself climbed on to it. This was 
about 6:30 p. m., I think. Jacobs was badly 
frightened, and acted as though he was crazy. 
All of us were washed off several times, but 
managed to climb on to the top of the cabin 
again. Jacobs grew weaker and weaker, and 
finally died from cold and fright. Sheidon, 
McFee, and myself managed to hang on, and 
about 11 o'clock Friday night a vessel's lights 
showed up. We halloed as loud as we could, and 
FINALLY THEY HEARD US 
and bore down to us. It proved to be the pro- 
peller Wisconsin, Capt. William F. McGregor, of 
the Goodrich Steamboat Line, bound from 
Grand Haven to Milwaukee. We were taken 
on board and everything was done that was pos- 
sible for our comfort. We were furnished a 
warm meal and dry clothing, something we had 
not bad fur thirty-one bours. Many times I felt 
like letting go and drowning, but bung on, hop- 
ing that some vessel would come along. We lost 
everything we had, and, in fact, we could not 
bave saved anything if we bad tried. 
CAPT. M’GREGOR

The Collingwood was commanded by Capt, 
Hugh Willis, an old ‘sailor, and well known at 
this port. His resiagence was Kingston, Ont. 
He was about 45 years of age and unmarried. 
All who kaew bim deplore his sad fate. 

THE VESSEL. 

The Collingwood was an old vessel, having 
been bui it at Buffaloin the year 1855 by F. N. 
Jones, was 258 tons burden, was owned by Will- 
iam Keith, of this city, was not rated by the In- 
land Lioyds, and was vaiued at about $3,000. She 
bad extensive repairs in 1868, 1870, and 1874, and 
was considered a faliriy safe vessel to carry 
cedar. 


The Mate’s Story—The Sinking Ship 
and the Struggling Seamenu—Watch- 
ing for a Sail. 

The mate of the ill-fated craft, Robert D. Shei- 
don, is a resident of this- city, and is a mafried 
man with a family.

The Seaman’s Experience-A Night 
Which He Does Not Care to Have 
Repeated. 

The Trisune representative was fortunate 
enough to find Frank McFee, one of the rescued 
sailors, during the course of the afternoon. He, 
iu common with the others, had gotten so much 
water aboard that he was compelled to get rid of 
it by copious draughts of a more potent tiuid, 
until the narrative of his sufferings became 
somewhat hazy, and finally ended in generali- 
ties. In reply to the reporter's questions he 
said: 

“ Well, [am pretty well shaken up, but I know 
only too well what happened. You see, the old 
schooner was going along all right about twenty- 
five miles nor’east of Milwaukee. There was a 
good stiff breeze biowing, but it didn't amount to 
much. Along lute in the afternoon the breeze 
stifened up considerably, and we had some 
flurries of snow. As it began to grow dark the 
Cap'n set us to work and pulled im every rag. 
We saw we were going to bave & rough time of 
it, and made our. preparations. one of us 
thougot much of it, however, and we thougat 
we would weather the blow. We wentaloug 
until about 6 o'clock, or it might have Been a 
littie earlier. This was Thursday, you see. When 
the squall struck us the schooner began tq pitch 
for’ard. The most of us ran aft, but ti} sea 
kept piling in on us. Every sea swept clenn 
over the dcck. The deck-load of cedar-posts 
started off by pieces, and every now and then 
we had to 


DODGE A BIG TIE 

to keep from being swept off. The way those 
ties went swasbing about in the water waa 
simply awful. We e her as well as we 
could, and thought she would right when we 
eased her of the deck-load..

When i came to the top | would 
strike against a tie and hold on to it until ap- 
other sea swept me oif., Then | would gu down 
again. Ikept foundering around and thought 
every minute I would go down for good. Then 
I beard somebody yelling out to one of the 
other men, and i tried t6 get tothem. I struck 
a piece of the deck oy pal fifteen feet squure 
which was pretty light and kept on top of the 
waves. I caught boid of the edge, and aitbough 
[ was swept off time and time again I managed 
to reach the other fellows. I found the mute, 
the cook. and Johnson there. d 
no sooner got there than 
was swept off. He went sailing by 
on the top of a big sea, and one of us caught 
him by the coat. The piece of deck was pretty 
clean, and every few minutes one of us age : 
be swept off. e finally got an old pi 
canvas and made‘a bitch so that we could id 
on. The mate got a hold on an old piece of the 
hailiards, but that was swept off. hen we got 
the canvas rigged it was a littic easier, but we 
kept slipping off -, times, when the others 
would pull the man back. Ever once in a while 
one of those cedar ties would be thrown clear 
over the raft, and then we had to dodge uhder. 
Once when I wasewept off | went under the 
piece of deck, and thought I would never get 
out again, but another wave swept me out on 
the otner side, and | caught hold agaia.’ 

“HOW WAS THE WATER—COLD ?” 

“Well,no. The water wasn’t so cold as the 
air. It was a freezing night, and every time 
we struck the air we were chilled througn. I 
tell you, it felt nice to get into the water then. 
That was the trouble. .When the raft lifted our 
hands became ao numbed we bad to lei go fora 
moment to warm them. When we coulda‘'t

Street In 
spectors have accepted them from the dis- 
honest contractor, who well knows that he 
is &mmiitting & fraud in putting down stich 
wood for street-paving. If the cedar blocks 
on Halsted are rotten at the end of four 
years the contractur who laid them should 
be hinted up and erdered fo replace them 
with sound niaterial, atid, failing, to do it, 
should be exposed as a swindler and sued by 
the city for damages.

In view of the actual condition of affairs, a 
number of well-meaning citizens have pro- 
posed as aremedy for existing evils, and as 
a means of separating the police force of this 
city from political or partisan control, that 
the Legislature should intervene, and pro- 
vide for the appointment of a Board of Com- 
missioners who sheuld ‘thavye control of the 
police foree of Chicago. 

Those who proposeSthis measure seem to 
have forgotten, or have néver known, the 
melancholy experience of this city. with a 
Board of Commissioners appointing and con- 
trolling the Police and Fire Departments. 
The City of Chicage having twice elected a 
Democratic Mayor, the Republicans in 1861 
resorted to the Legislature and had a Board 
of Police Commissioners appointed by the 
Governor. It is needless to say that the 
Commissioners soon provided the city with a 
Republican police. A ehange 
political complexion of the Legislature 
ehanged the appointment of the Com- 
missioners to an election by the ‘City 
Council. The Counetl becoming Democratic 
the appointinent was transferred to the peo- 
ple, the Commissioners to be efected. This, 


however, leading to the elechén.of Dene- 


cratic Commissioners, the jurisdiction of the 
Commissioners was extended to the whole 
county, and the Commissioners were made 
elective by the votes of the whole county, 
whieh was considered certain always for the 
Republicans; but in 1869 the county elected 
the Democratic ticket, including .the Police 
Commissioners, and the board was again 
Democratic.

There can be no safe municipal govern- 
ment that lacks direct respofisibility. The 
proper responsible executive officer of the 
chy is the Mayor. He must have the fall 
power of the law to execute the’ law, and 
with the power he must take the responsi- 
bitity. He must fave the power te make the 
police efficient, and for its ineflicieney he must 
be held responsible; without power, tlie 
Mayor becomes % merely orhamental figute- 
head, as powerigss as a wooden man. The 
remedy for niunicipal bad government is to 
provide the city with an efficient and fntel- 
ligent Mayer. He is responsible, because 
having the power he fails to exercise it, or 
exercises his power to produce and per- 
petuate bad government for his own pur- 
poses. ¢ 
The City of Chi¢ago is at this time cursed 
with a miserable goveagiiment. We need not 
t the story of its scandalous abuses. 
All Ane worst evils of large cities are here 
flofirishing, and this, too, under the patronage 
and protection of the Mayor. There is nota 
disreputable saloon in the city, riot a brothel 
open as a place of resort and harbor to 
thieves and burglars, not a place to which 
tlie youth of both sexes are invited and en- 
tertained and made drunken, and where all 
manner of vices are @ncouraged, that the 


proptietor is not prepared te show the.

and signatare of the Mayor. All these wight 
be suppressed in a day by his revocation of 
these Ncenses. In the years we has been 
Mayor it has been his boast that gambling 
has been under his prétection, and what his 
protection resnited in was shown by the find- 
img of no less than vighty inmates in a single 
gambling-den in a single night. 

The Superintendent of Police can exereise 
his powers only so far as the Mayor does not 
prahibit him. This raid on the gamblers 
was made without the Mayor’s knowledge. 
The Chief of Police knows his duty, but how 
long will the Mayer allow him to rid the 
city of the absolute dourivation of thieves, 
burglars, gamblers, and dens of Infamy ? 

The ptesent Mayor of Chicago is wholly 
unfit for the office he holds. He has exhib- 
ited his unfitness because of his want of 
knowledge of his duties and obligations to 
the office and to the public. He mistakes his 
election for a license to him te govern this 
city as be pleases without reference to law 
or to public decency. He is such an ip- 
grained demagog that he thinks the people 
worship him as a ruler and appseve the pol- 
icy which has rendered life and property wn- 
safe, which protects crime and criminals, 
and which has given up theestreets to riot- 
ous Indecenty. 

The remedy is not to divide the responsi- 
bility of the City Government between a 
namber of Commissioners wholly irresponsl- 
ble to any person. That the police force is 
noW a partisan force cannot be disputed. 
The Mayor used it asa partisan machine at 
the Presidential election to an extent which 
Was disgraceful. He used the police as a 
party weapon at his seegnd election, and at 
the last election his partisan excesses were $0 
great as to render him an objgcet of general 
contempt. 

The laws of the State and of the city ate 
ample for the protection of life and groperty, 
for the preservation of law and order and 
public decency. The. police as a body, left 
to the direction of their own officers, are 
equal to the rigid enforcement of these laws 
and ordinances. ‘An upright, conscientious 
man in the Mayor’s office would have no dit- 
fidulty in executing the law and expelling @i¢ 
burglars and footpatts who render life un- 
sate in the streets. The Mayor stands in the 
way. The power given to him for goodshe 
uses to protect crime. It will do no good to 
deprive the Mayer of the powers needed for 
his office, but when those powers.are abused 
let the wan who abuses them be succeeded 
by another, who will give some assurance 
of sincerity and honest intentions better than 


that of an = = blatant deinagog. 


THE! PUBLIC HEALTH. 

Although tHe mortality bills of Cisteago 
do not show any material mcrease, the dectors 
are quite upanjmous in testifying that there

HOW TO INCREASE THE CITY REVE- 
NUES. 


Controller Gare presents a rather gloomy 
olitiook for city finances durifig the coming 
year. ‘The valaation of taxable property has 
been placed at $125,360,736. The law au- 
thorizes the City Government to levy a tax of 
2 per cent, but no more. This will yield 
$2,507,214. itis estimated that about $350,000 
may be collected from licenses of all kinds, 
whieh will make the aggregate incowe of the 
city during the year $2,857,000, from which 
must be dedueted the cost of collection and 
some loss from unpaid taxes. ‘There is no 
money left over, as there was last year, por 
any contingent asset like the Gage fund 
from which help ean be expected. But there 
are scrious demands forcertain municipal 
improvements. ‘The City-Hall remains to be 
completed. Ordinances have been passed for 
the paving of streets which are in a depiora- 
ble condition, and the work is delayed be- 
cause the city has not the funds to pay for 
the improvement of the intersections. The 
cleaning of the streets ought to be more 
thorough, but nothing short of double the 


amotint which has been expended this year’ 


will do the work satisfactorily; #% will prob 
ably be found necessary to cut down the ap- 
propriation instead of inereasmg I. The 
police force is notoriously inadequate for the 
proper protection of life and property, Dut 
there Will be no resources for enlarging it. 
There are many other details in which our 
local Government is lamentably deficient in 
faecting the requirements of good order, 
public. safety, and the health, decency, and 
comfort of the community, and every project 
fer the improvement of these is confronted 
with the lack of funds. 

A recent discussion of the situation among 
some Aldermen and city officials elicited 
the staple suggestions, all of which are 
more or less impracticable. The valua- 
tion of taxable property ought certainly to 
be increased, but there is small prospect of it 
in the face of opposition offered by most of 
the other counties throughout the State and 
the rivalry among the three towns into which 
Chicago is divided for assessment purposes 
to keep their faxes at the mininttm. The 
proposition to take off the limit fer munici- 
pal taxafion will be resisted even by many ef 
those who feel the present deficiencv most 
keenly, because it will be dangerous to place 
the taxpayers at the mercy of the-taxeaters. 
Mayor Harrison has a scheme for the licens- 
ing of trades, professions, and business of va- 
rious kinds, in addition to the tax on real and 
personal property, which would be an evasion 
of the tax limit, and the authority for which 
will not be easily procured from the Legisla- 
ture, to which it would be necessary to ap 
peal. Among all the suggestions emanating 
from the official class there was not one 
which promised speedy relief not any that 
was not open te serious objections as well as 
practical obstacles. 

Nevertheless, there is a way to increase the 
city revenues which lies wholly within the 
jurisdiction of the City Council and Mayor, 
which would yield a million dollars of addi- 
tional revenue without impusing any appre- 
ciabi¢ increase of Dirden on the taxpayers, 
and which would rective the heafty approval 
of the great mass of the people, It is to fix 
the ligense fee of saloons at $500 per annum. 

There are how about 4,000 saloons in the 
City of Chicago, which, at the present license 
rate.of $52 per year, yield in the neighbor- 
hood of $200,000 to the annual city revenues. 
if the increase of the license fee to $500 
should have the effect of driving one-half of 
the present saloonkeepers out of business, 
the 2,000 saloons which would remain would 
furnish the city with a round million of 
revenue. There would then be one sa- 
loon for every 300 inhabitants—men, 
women, und childreti—which would be 
ample for the accommodation of the 
drinking classes. The price of drinks 
would not be increased by the change. Con- 
sequently there would be neither inconven- 
lence nor expense to, the community at large. 
Nor is it likely that the increased license fee 
would encounter the tesistan¢e among the 
better class of saloons whieh thé politicians 
apprehend, The profits of the saloon busi- 
ness in Chicago are estimated at $7,000,000 or 
$8,000,000 a year. If fhe number of saloons 
were reduced one-half, and those remaining 
in the liquor traffic should continue to de the 
bulk of the business now dene, the 2,000 sa- 
loonkeepers who should survive the change 
could well afford to sutrendert $1,000,000 a 
year to the city, and then they would have a 
larger share of the faggregate profits than 
they now enjoy. The increase of saloon li- 
cences would pay the saloons in the end as 
well as the city; there would be fewer men 
to divide up the profit of the traffic, and each 
saloonkeeper could count up more money 
at the end of the year than he is able to do 
now, 

It is searcely necessary to go over the mo- 
tives which deter the official class from can- 
vassing this method for increasing the city 
revenues. Saloons have come to be such a 
power in politics that no man ambitious for 
political preferment seems toe have sufficient 
courage to propese a measure which on its 
face would be offensive to the saloonkeepers. 
This cowardice is short-sighted as well as de- 


- grading. Ifthe men how charged with mu- 


nicipal affairs shall neglect to avail them- 
séives of the one easy, expeditious, practica- 
ble, and popular way to increase the city rev- 
enues, the people will take hold of the mat- 
ter and select men who will not be afraid to 
take hold of it, Eft the City Conncil 
shall reftise to exercise thé power 
vested in it to raise a revenue which 
is so sorely needed, the Legislature will 
be appealed to fof a uniform license faw 
throughout the State. The temper of the 
people is well disposed to sustain the Legis 
lature in a movement of this kind. The ex- 
perience of every city in the State which has 
resorted to high license has been of a kind 
to commend the system to popular favor. It 
will dispose of the prohibition agitation, re- 
duce taxation, and promote public welfare. 
But the Mayor and Aldermen of this city 
will exhibit bad judgment as well as indiffer- 
ence to the necessities of the community 
if they shirk the responsibility until 
the State ferces it wpon them or the people 
displace them to . .¢ room for men who 
will yteld to the popular demand. 
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‘Thet matter can safely be left to the steel-

reduction in the price of steel is not oa 
by the tariff on steel nor by any Sr ne 
of its repeal, but by the capacity of mills 
to make a great deal more metal than 
will supply the orders ffom the  rail- 
roads.

HIGH LICENSE AND PUBLIC WELFARE. 

In his lecture on “ Municipal Governtient ” 
the other evening, Mr. Storrs very properly 
laid great stress unpen the excessive number 
of saloons in this city, and the vicious char- 
acter of a large proportion thereof, as chief 
among the evils to be complained of. He 
did not propose the visionary remedy of pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor, and expressly dis- 
avowed any purpose to treat the saloon- 
keepers as a dangerous of vicious class. 
But he urged a reduction in the numberof 
the saioons as one of the {irst’'and most hecés- 
sary measures to be taken for the reform of 
our City Government. The way he suggest- 
ed fer bringing about such reduction was 
for the Mayor to tnsist upon strict compll- 
ance with the law, which prevides that 
license shall be issued to people of good 
moral character only, and to revoke the 
licenses of several hundred saioons which 


are run With bagtio atfachments. It is to 


be feared that this suggestion is as impracti- 
cable under the present City Government as 
another suggestion he made for the total di- 
vorcement of officeholding and liquor-sell- 
ing. In the absence of police regulations ef 
equal severity with those which obtain under 
European Governments, dependenee upon 
the diseretion of a single individual to regu- 
late the character and reduce the number of 
saloons will always be insecure. Certainly 
the present City Government of Chicago 
holds out ho hope for thé proposed reform. 

It is rather strange that Mr. Storrs should 
have overlooked the one available means for 
reducing the number of saloons and im- 
proving their character. The way to do this 
is to ralsé the annnal saloon-license fee. In 
another article we have poluted out how the 
city revenues may be inereased a million 
dollars a year by fixing the fee for saloon l}i- 
censes at $500—an estimate which is based 
upon the probable reduction of the ntimber 
of saloons by one-half. By this meatis tlie 
city will be able to add 200 men to the police 
force, proceed witn its small part in the work 
of paving the streets, provide for the 
thorough cleaning of the streets, and other- 
wise contribute t6 the health and safety of 
the community by making good the present 
deficiency in the revenues. But the, very 
same process would promote to an equal ex- 
tent the Moral standing of the community. 

The high-license system serves not merely 
to reduce the number of saloons, which re 
duces in full proportion the necessity for 
police inspection, but at the same time exer- 
cises a direct influence in keeping saloons 
weputable. In the first place, the low dram- 
shops and dives cannot afford to pay a license 
of $500 a year, and most of them will ¢lose 
their doors voluntarily. In the next place, 
the loss of a license which has cost $590 is a 
much more serious matter than the losy of a 
lieense which has cost only $52, and the 
saloonkeepers who. pay the larger amount 
for the privilege of carrying on a quiet and 
reputable place will be careful not to put 
themselves and their business in jeopardy by 
tolerating drunkenness and disorder, by sell- 
ing liquer to minors, by running houses of 
ill-fame in connection with their saloons, or 
by otherwise friskitig the dangerof having 
their licenses revoked on account of violating 
the laws. 

There is no means so trustworthy for keeping 
the number of saloons dewn to what the Ger- 
man laws call the “ necessities’ of the drink- 
ing classes for discouraging the idleness and 
vice aud crime which grow out of an excess 
of saloons, and for compelling strict compli- 
ance With the ordinances for the protection 
of good order and public mortals as the sys- 
tem of high licenses, While doing al! this 
the system further contributes doubly to 
the revenue of the city (1) by adding directly 
to the nunicipal income and (2) by redacing 
the expenses for the police, the jails, and the 
entire system of criminal prosecution. One 
half the number of saloons now in Chicago 
would supply all the legitimate demands of 
the drinking elasses without inconvenience, 
and the amount of drunkenness, ridting, 
fights, vice, theft, and crimes of violence 
would be materially abated. From évery 
point of view, except that of the wretches 
who live upon debauchery and crimé, the 
raising of saloon-license fees is the most de- 
sirable and mest imperative reform demanded 
for our City Government.

This is not, however, the English way of 
dealing with “difficulties.” The Irish “ diffi- 
culty” isa hundred years old. Generations 
and generations of. Jrish babies have beén 
born into the difficulty, become old, and died 
out of it. Thousands of Lrishmen have been 
starved out of the difficulty, and millions of 
Irishmen bave wandered away into exile to 
get rid of thé “difficulty.” It is to be hoped 
that an American, net ah English, way to 
get out of the monopoly difficulty may be 
speedily discovered. 


Tue length of railroad completed in Octo- 
ber was 1.068 miles, making 9,143 milés In the 
ten months of 1882. At the close of October last 
year only 5,763 miles bad beem reported for the 
year to date, butis probably an underestimate 
ot their extent. In the months of November 
and December last year the conipietion of 2,803 
miles was announced, and after the close of the 
year about 820 miles not previously reported, 
but bullt at some time during the year, were 
discovered and added. If thie construction 
doring this and the next month éqtals that of 
the last two months of 1881 the running report 
will show an aggregate of about 12,000 miles 
built in 188, and there will sti remain some 
addition for roads previously overlooked. 

The building in Uctober was largely in the Far 
North. Over athird of the whole Was along the 
Canada border, 172 mifies fa Minnesota, 31 fn 
Dakota, and sixty-two in Montatia; total, 366 
miles. Waost of the Mississippi, along the South- 
erp line, only 142 miles wore built, fnciuding only 
sixty in Texas. In Colorado forty-seven miles 
and in other central States west of the Missis- 
sippi ninety-four miles were built, making MI 
miles. Adding onty thirty-three miles for Calk- 
fornia and Ufewon, we have 681 miles built in 
October west of the Mississippi River. By the 
close of this year there will probably be 116,000 
miles of railroad, an inerénse of 2 per cert in 
two years. There has bee to inctedse at all 
corresponding to thie in population, in wealth, 
im resources,in auy of produetion, in 
foreign trade, or fu domestic trade, With nearly 
a quarter more railroads to move our 
we have an aggregate of products to bé moved 
scarcely greater than we had at the close of the 
census year, witha mach smaller démand for 
our preducts from abroad, and considerabie evi- 
dence that the home market is not at present 
sufficient for the supply. Yet we have put into 
new railroads not far from $500,000,000 in actual 
cash within two years.

CORNERS AND MARGINS, 


INTERESTING IDEAS ON THE EFFECTS OF 
LOCK-UPS ON THE INTERESTS OF THE 
COUNTRY. 

Special INspatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

New Yorn, Nov. %.—The examination of 
witnesses by the Senate Committee, which is 
engaged In investigating corners, margins, and 
other gambling metbods in grain and other 
products, was continued at the Metropolitan 
Hotel today. Mr. William E. Ferguson testitied 
that be was engaged in fittt out vessels for 
the reception and trans m of grain car- 
goes. He knew nothing about the effect. of 
curners upon the market. The Keene corner, 
however, in 1879 and 1880, he well knew had the 
effect of tying up a large fleet iu this port, which 
was com pelled to accept very low rates in order to 
get outof the port, When they once did get 
away they did not return very soon, for their 
owners had no intention of being 

CAUGHT A SECOND TIME 

in the same fix. Between 200 and 300 vessels 

were sent away from this port on aceount of 

that corner. If there was a corver in the grain 
market, the price of bread must necessarily be 
governed by it. 

Mr. Edward Aincken, a ship broker since 1832 
and ex- President of the Produce and Maritime 
Exchange, testified that his firm bad extensive 
dealings in freight. He couldn’t say much 
about corners in grain. He recollected per- 
fectly well the Keene corner in grain, about the 
latter part of 1879. Its effect was to stop ship- 
ments for a number of mouths to the extent of 
50 per ceut, no doubt. Ships that had been mak- 
ing fair rates early in the year came back only 
to find rates down, and, of course, suffered a 
loss. When grain did begin to move, however, 
those ships which hud remained in this port bea- 
efited by it. 

SHIPS DURING THAT PERIOD 

were sent away from this port to other ports 

whre better rates could be secured. From about 

December uetil April, during the time the 

eanals were ciosed, this corner lasted. Ail com- 

mercial transactions were in & measure gam- 
biing. He had been gambling on the winds now 
forsome weeks. fe baa taken a coniract to 
get acargo toa certain place. The winds bad 
been to the northwest and were contrary. He

MR. HENRY W. EDYE, 

of the firm of shipping and steamship agents of 

Freach, Edye & Co,, testified that the system of 

dealing in corners at times very adversely af- 

fected nis busiaess. The Keene corner was one 
of the most notable exampies. Business was 
driven from this port, and the ships with it. One 
consequence was ao increased price for freighis, 
owing to the diminishéd number of ships to 
transport grain when it did begin to move. 

Grain, cotton, and provisions were the maia 

articles that werecornered. The sbipping trade 

was the first to feel the disastrous effects of these 
corners. During the Keene corner Europe went 

wherever there was wheatto he bad, even im- 
rting from Calcutta, a thing unknown before. 

f the system of corners was carried out exten- 
sively, the effect in the end wouid only be disas- 
trous to this country, for other wheat markets 
would be sought,and might even be brought 
into existence where they do not now exist. 

MR. HORACE C. SMITH, 
of New London, Oneida County, ex-President 
of the Canalboat-Owners’ Association, testified 
ia reward to the evilgaffecting grain trausporia- 
tion. The method of doing business by the 
sculpers was one of these. By their competi- 
tion with ooe another they bad reduced trans- 
portation charyes to sucb a point that there was 
no protit left for tiie boat-owners. The pre- 

Vailing opinion among buat-ywners was that 

grain transported by Boat was worth more at 

this point than that received by rail. There 

was no looger apy necessity, since the canals 

were to be free, for the existence of the scalper. 
MR. ELMORE A. KENT, 

a member of the firmof E. A. Kent & Co., of . 

No. 89 Broad street, grain and produce dealers, 

testified that corners were incidentai to Awmer- 

ican markets and were generally che resuit of 
short crops. The majority were disastrous to 
those enguged ia them. In April last a corner in 
wheat, however, Was successtul, as was also 
one in pork a couple of years ago. 

MR. WILLIAM H. MACY, 


President of the Seamen's Savings Bank, knew 
little about coruers, having been out of active 
business for twenty-five years, but he consid- 
ered them injurious from whut he had heara of 
them.

Immense Emigrant Business Done This 
Season by the Michigan Ceutrai~The 
Emigration Next Year Promisesto Be 
Faliy as Large. 

The Michigan Cenftal, in order to illus- 
trate the vast volume of immigration that has 
been flowing into Chicago and the North- 
west over its line, has compiled from offi- 
cial returns the following figures: 

From Feb. 1, 1883, until Oct. 31 this road 
has brought into Chicago from Eurepe and 
Canada 1,875 car-loads of emigrant vassen- 
gers, independent of its reguiar business. 
Averaging fifty persons to a car, which is 
obout the usual number, this would make 
93,800 persons, The cars required to trans- 
port these peopie, if coupled in line, would 
cover twenty-one and one-half miles, or the 
distance from Chicago to the Indiana: State 
line. Fully 80 per cent of this immense nuim- 
ber went inte the Northwestern country 
tributary to Chicago, and 15 per cent re- 
mained in Chicago, while the remainder 
went to points in Kansas, Missouri, and 
Southern Illinois. 

Although the Michigan Central.has car- 
riea by far the largest number of emigrants 
this season, yet all the other roads rynnipg 
here trom the East have done an immense 
business, and it is estimated -that. thus far 
this season at least 350,000 emigrants have 
come to or passed through Chicages: About 

000 of these came from poiuts in Camada, 
most of whom went to Manitoba and points 
on the Canadian. Pdcifie: the other 300,000 
eai~> from all rts of Europe; but upostly 
ficu Sweden, Norway, Germany, and Iire- 
lang, and a large majority of these went to 
North western poiuts in the Uni ‘States.

The Supreme Court Dectsion tn the 
Western Indiana Case Regarding the 
Rigtt of the Bead to Come — of 
Twellith Street. 

The fall text of the: decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the case of the City of Chi- 
cago vs. the Chicago & Western Indiana 


Railroad, which has already been noticed by 
Tue TRIBUNE, shows that the case was very 
simple. The court reviews the testimony at 
length, bul the points raised are but few, The 
city claimed that -the limitation of one gear, 
as fixed by the ordinance, for the construe- 
tion of the road, was not a condition subse- 
quent, buta conditional limitation, self-oper- 
ating by its terms, under which the license 
absolutely terininated ipso facto upon the 
happening of the event named. . The court 
finds that it was a condition susequent, and 
that the design was that the licepse shouid 
vest at onee, thatthe parties mizat proceed 
immediately with the construction of the 
road. ‘The -companv complained that it was 
prevented from performing the conditions of 
the ordinanee, first, by theact of the city, and, 

secondly, by the act of the law, through va- 
rious injunc tions restrainme the company 
froin the construction of the road. The court 
finds this pusition to be in accordance with 
the facts, and therefore affirms the decision 
of the Appellate Court.

LIBERTY. 


Lecture by Col. R. G. Ingersolb 
at the Central Music- 
Hall, 


The Liberty Which Every Man, 
Woman, and Child Is En- 
: titled Yo. 


An Old Theme. Presented to.a New Anu- 
dience—Some Sharp Hits at 
Intolerance. 


Col. Ingersell’s lecture’ in Central Music 
Hall last evening on “Liberty of Man, 
Woman, and Child” is an old one, having 
been delivered in Chicago several years ago, 
but it ‘was new to tiie 1,500 people present, 
and they greatly enjoyed it, 

He began by defining “liberty.” saying 
that he did not mean the right or the power 
to do anything one pleased, but simply being 
relieved from persona! dictation. Every 
limitation was the wall of a prison. No one 
was absolutely free unless there existed the 
infinit. Some people said we were gov- 
erned by fate, and produced statistics to 
show it—just so many robberies to one mur- 
der, Just so many old wen marry young 
women, The question was, Did the statis- 
tics prove that we were free or slaves 


-~that we were governed by fate or by 


our own will? He was not’ speaking 
of physical liberty, but of the freedom of 
personal dictation either by man or by any 
other being in the universe—of his right and 
the right of every man to do his own think- 
ing and to éxpress his thoughts. Physical 
liberty mpant the right to do anything that 
didn’t interfere with the rights of others: 
intellectual liberty the right to think right, 
or the right to think wrong, provided one 
did the best one could to ‘think right. [Ap- 
peaues) He wanted this distinction clearly 
rawn. 


THERE ATTACHED NO RESPONSIBILITY TO 
THOUGHT. 


He denied the right of any being. human or 
divine, to interfere with one’s right w think 
—. poe ee express his thought. In the 
good old times our fathers thought other-

SENTENCE O OF DEATH. 
The Srutal Murderer of Mrs. ‘Mary 


Welter, of Mason County, Lilinois, 


Confesses and Is Sentenced. 
Mrecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
HAVANA, Ill, Nov. 25.—The trial of Theo- 
dore Gardner for the murder of Mary Welter 
has just closed. On Wednesday a true bill 
for murder in the first degree was found. 
On Friday he ‘was brought into court and 


'Mr. Rengstorff was appointed interpreter. 


A copy of the indictment in German had 
been given him. To the question by the 
Judge; ** Are you guilty of the crime charged 
in the indictment?” he answered “ Yes.” 
“Did you kill Mary Welter?” “Yea We 
quarreled. She had no weapon, but threat- 
ened to shoot me, . took her by 
the throat and thre her n, 
and she was dead: I took £895 dollars of her 
money.” He was told he might retract, but 
refused. 

Mr. Welter testified that on Nov. 2 he gave 
his wife $142 in Gardner’s presence. She 
went to Mason City, and returned on the 12tn. 
On the 16th he was at work haifa mile from 
his house fn a cornfield, and ‘between 8 and 


10in the morning Gardner came to him and 


said: “ [ killedeyour woman,’ and fied. He 
went home and found his wife dead in the 
room,

PHILADELPHIA CENSUS. 


Geu, Walker Beplies to a Charge 
Against Mis Veracity. 

New York, Nov. 22.—A dispatch has been 
received here from Philadelphia to the effect 
that * Lerin Blodgett, the prominent Statis- 
ticlan, under whose direction the Police De- 
partmentis now making a revised commercial 
census of the city, charges in an interview 
published here today that Gen. Walker, 
Chief of the Census Bureau, has willfully 
and maliciously allowed? the publication of 
official returns to be mutilated, because asa 
free-trader he is anxious to represent Phila- 
deiphia as injured rather than benefited by 
protection. William Awott, the Government 
Census Agent, when questioned as to the 
truth of the charges, admitted that Walker’s 
publication differed seriously from his offi- 
cial returns. He says that he has demanded 
an explanation, without effect so far, but he 
will insist on one being made.” ¢ 

Gen. Walker was shown the dispatch to- 
night, and said that immediately after the 
cetisus of 1870 a delegation of Philadel- 
phians, including Congressmen, reppesented 
to the Census Office that the manufac@iring in- 
terest of Philadelphia had not yet n ade- 
gaat reported, and requesting a r@vanvass, 

Biodgett to take charge of the same. 
The Superintendent, knowing less of this 
gentleman than now, acceded to this request, 
and the recanvass took place, which showed 
an increase over the amount returned by ‘the 
Assistant Marshal. ‘The Superintendent in- 
corporated the returns in the census reports, 
but Gen. Walker had reason to believe, after 
personal observation and a residence of six 
mouths in Philadelphia during the 
Centennial Exposition, that the returns 
were largely inflated. ih Geh. 
Walker assumed charge the census 
of 1886 he appointed William Awott 
special agent in charge of manufacturing 
statistics in Philadelphia on the gg 0857 
dation of prominent citizens, merMhants, ar 
others. liis returns were received, me ey 
and inserted in the report, just as the returns 
from any other city.

In other words, 1 don’t believe the shipbuild- 
ing interest of this country is worth bother- 
ing with. If other‘nations are willing to do 
this business of transportation at a starva- 
tion figure let them do it. They are poor and 
running down. We are rich and thriving, 
and lam sure we can employ our own sur- 
phus industry and intellige:ce in enterprises 
Why should we enter 
into a rivairy with Italian and English and 
German vessels when almost any business 
conducted on ourown soil with the same 
capital would pay better?” |

“All of which,” said Mr. Bush, “sounds 
to\me like sentimental nonsense.

EVE AND THE VIRGIN MARY 
Mya. Swisshelm’s Comments upon Some 


Statements by Col. Ingersoll. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 


“Omicaso, Nov, 28.—Col. Ingersoll is moved 


to indignation because the writers of the 
Bibie failed to reéord the death and places of 
burial of Eve and Mary the mother of Jesus; 
but the world uiust fail to sympathize in his 
disappointment, since, by these omissions on 
the part of the ancients, it is saved the spec- 
tacle of the jolly Colonel weeping over the 
grave of his grandmother, and making 
pilgrimages to the tomb of the Virgin. 

Did it ever occur to Mr. Lngersoll-that the 
place of Moses’ burial was purposely con- 
cealed, that the Jews might not be tempted 
to idolatry; that they might not transter to 
that spot the reverence which was to ceutre 
in Jerusalem, and worship Moses instead of 
God? Why not assume that for similar 
reasons we have no account of the death or 
burial-place of either these two women ? 

There is reason to believe that Moses was 
buried on Mt. Pisgah and Aaron on Mt, 
Hor. Suppose we had equal reason to think 
that Eve was buried on Mt. Blanc and Mary 
on the Matterhorn—would not the tour of 
Switzerland: have been spoiled—robbed of 
its principal attractions—long before this? 
Would not relic-hunters and devotees have 
dug down and carried off those two pro- 
tuberances of Earth a long time ago ? 

The Earth ts the burial-place of Eve. 
Every man who makes a brick, hews a stone, 
saws a board, or does any.other act towards 
building any kind of edifice, is raising a mon- 
ument to the memory of Eve. All invengors 
are busy on that monument. Every steam- 
ship and telegraphic wire are parts ofit. All 
scientific discoveries are contributions to her 
fame. All the poets, and philosophers, and 
theologians, and artists, of all ages, 
nave been diligent workers on the mon- 
ument of Eve. ~Gas, petroleum, and 
the electric light nave come to shed 
light upon it. Mvery forge, factory, and 
spiuning-jenny -rings out and sings ber 
praise. very rolling wheel, every prow that 
parts the billow, are doing homage to the wis- 
dom-loving motner of the race. Well may 
her sons and daughters be proud of their an- 
ces.ress, and of that ancestor who so reatlily 
became the force to put her inspirations into 


form. 

Talk of the Bible slighting or neglecting 
Eve! Has Col. Ingersoll failed to note that, 
assuming the truth of the Mosaic story, there 
never would or could have been a Bivle, or 

ther book, butfor Eve. She is, to the 
of letters, all, and more than al), that 
is to the play of “‘ Hamlet,” or Helen 
to the Siege of Troy.

paresners and gardeners’ wives, shivering at 
the North Poie, and melitingat the Equator, 
without so much as a fur coat or paper 
parasol for prutection, while their only 
achievements would have been prize pump- 
kins and big strawberries. 

Col, Ingersoll’s ideas of biography must 
be of the conventional order, which assumes 
that the principal events in: every life are 
birth and death and a bran-new tombstone! 
Judged by this standard, the Bible does 
slight Eve and Mary; but, if the wurk of the 
biographer were to record the action, not 

jon, events.of life, and this work were 
fudged by its effects, the Bible gives to Eve 
and Mary the best biographies that ever 
were written.

How to Prevent

itself notifies Porter that he must be there at 
dayligbt, for the reason that he wanted to drive 
Jacksou’s army out of that part of the country. 

Does any one suspect or Delreve that an army 
of 32,000 could be driven out of,that part of the 
couatry without fighiing? But way is the dif- 
ference, Porter coudd neither fight Wr harm the 
enemy uniess he gut there to do it. 

Not oaly but it was not an order in which 
the General bad a right to exercise bis discre- 
tion; it was av imperative order to move at “1 
o’ clock in the moraing, and to be at Bristoe Sta- 
tion by daylight.” 

There could be no misunderstanding of the 
order, and under the circumstances there was no 
excuse for not obeying it. The facts are, there 
was no attempt made to obey it, and tneevidence 
through the whule case shows that Porter did noc 
intend to obey that or ro f other order strictly, 
but intended to obey Only in such a way as to 
im e the progress of Pope. 

orter did not arrive at Bristve Station until 
after 10 o'clock the next day.

Gen. Grant will remember that Gen. McPher-— 


son’s vorps, after marching the greater part of 
the day to the sound of Gen. Sherman's guns at 
the battie of Jackson, moved that night at l 
o'clock under orders from Gen. Grant, marching 
twenty-two miles over a muddy road, and by 12 
the next day was formed in line of Dattieoand 
confronting the enemy. | 

These things, bowever, were done under 
orders from Gen. Grant, whose orders were al- 
ways obeyed. 

Suppose his fliocers had taken it upon them- 
selves to determine the manner of obeying im- 
perative commands, how long does any one sup- 
pose they would bave kept their commands? 
And suppose Gen. Grant's justification of the 
disobedience of orders, as he has stated it now 
in defense of Porter, bad been published by 
him (Grant) to bis armies and been so under- 
stood by his Generals, does any one suppose by 
such discipline he’ would éver have made the 
success he did and become thé herd he is? No, 
sic! His officers did not stop to write letters of 
criticism aguinst him. They obeyed his orders 
and fought the enemy with a will, if they 
failed to obey his orders they failed to retain 
their com mands longer under bim. 

The General's present justitication of the dis- 
Obedience of a peremptory order if followed 
out by Generals would make any army a mob, 
and the commanding General a laughing stock. 


71 Is would authorize every officer, down to the 


lower officers in rank, to determine how and 
when they would act under orders. ‘ 

George Washington, who is not yet forgotten 
in this country asa iedader of an army, issued 
the foilowing order to his army and unti: now I 
buve never heard its correctness disputed by any 
military man: 

“It is not for every officer to know the prin- 
ciples upon which every order is issued, and 
to judge how they may or may not be dispensed 
with vor suspended, but their duty to car- 
ry it into execution with ut- 
most punctuality and exactness. They 
are to consider that military movements 
ure like the working of a clock, and they will go 
quickly, readiliy, and easier if every officer does 
bis duty, but without it be as easily disordered, 
because negiect from one, like the stopping 
of a wheel, disorders the whole. The General 
therefore expects that every officer will duly 
consider the importance of the observation. 
Their owu reputation and the duty they owe to 
their country claimsit of them and earnestly 
calls upon them to do it.” 

This order was issued at Gen. Washington's 
headquarters on the 10th of October, 1777, at 
Tyomeeneme:

THE 4:30 P. M. ORDER. 


I now desive to examine the position of Gen.

The situation was about us follows: 

Jackson, with the Confederate army, was be- 
hied the Independent & Manussas Gap Kail- 
road cut, which contemplated road was to con- 
pect with the old Manassas Gap Railrvad at 
Gainsville, his left at Sudiey Springs, his line 
following the rail cut.

Pope issued an order at 3 o'clock a. m. for Porter 
to move at daylight to Oentreville. This Order 
being a verbal order Porter did not obey it, but 
instead of moving be was in tis camp oat 6 
o'clock a. m.,one hour after sunrise, writing 
anvutner letter to Gen. Burnside criticising the 
movements of the Geaveral commanding. Gen. 
Pope ia the meaatiine, fiud: that Longstreet 
was moving to the support of Jackson, and that 
Porter was still not moving, chaoged bis order 
and putit in writing to Porter to avoid any ex- 
cuse on Porter's part. The order was in the 
following language: 

HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF VIRGINIA, CENTRE- 
ViLLS, Aug. ty, 189.—To Maj.-Gen. Fite John Porter: 
Push forward with your corps and King’s: Division. 
whieh you will take with you, upon Gainesville. Il am 
following the enemy down the Warrenton turnpike._

JOHN POPE, Major-General Commanding. 

This order was handed to Gen. Porter about 9 
o’ciock. His troops were then reads to move. 

Let me ask: How did be obey this order? He 
states in his own testimony before the McDowell 
Court of gg that be did not move until 10 
o'clock. Hia line of march was on the roud 
from Manassas Station across wkins’ Branch 
to Gainesville, passing some two miles to the 
left of Grovetun—the whole distance be 
eigot miles. He moved siowly and leisurely 
arrived at Dawkins’ Branch at 12 o'clock, a dis- 
tance of five miles. By this time Longstreet 
had his command between Gainesville and 
Groveton, forming his line on Pageland Lane, to 
the right and rear of Jackson, his right resting 
on the old Manassas Gap Railroad, which lay be- 
tween the Warrenton & Centreville turnpike 
and the road upon which Porter was marching,

Does he consider 
Longstreet’s command any less the enemy than 
Jackson's command? 

Gen. Longstreet in his report of that battle to 
states that: 

“ About 4.0'clock in the afternoon the enemy

Seven brigades of Longstreet’s command (be- 
sides his artillery), that were formed iu battery 
and playing furiously wpon Pope's left in the 
direction of Groveton, and at 4 o'clock were at- 
tacking Pope's left at that very time, and they 
were pot withdrawn, but continued the on- 
siaught.

At this very 
momeut when he was ordered to attack the 
larger portion of Longstreet’s forces were en- 
waged against Pope’s forces in front of Jack- 
son, leaving but a smal! force back under Long- 
street for the protection of the tlank of the 


army. 

Willi Gen. Grant pretend to say, asa military 
men, that thie attack at that time if made by 
Porter would bave been a fallure? His troops 
were rested, had been iymg on the rvuad, bad 
not been in action, had not been formed in line 
of battle; but listening to the sound of the guns 
of the enemy during the whole time. 

Gen. Grant says (speaking of Porter): “Thus 
left alone, fucing superior numbers advantage- 
ously posted, ana ignorant of the needs of Pupe. 
if indeed be had auy. Porter had necessarily to 
bide McDowell's arrivaion his right. In the 
meantime his duty was manifestiy to engage 
Longstreet's attention and prevent him from 
moving against Pope, especiailywhile McDowell 
was out of support of both Pope and Porter.” 

If Gen. Grant has examined che evidence care- 
tully be will find that Porter faced no such 
numbers; there was nothing in his front during 
the day except cavairy pickets, except at one 
time when Jones’ brigade moved dowaon an- 
other road, on a higher position, where they 
could look at Porter, and tired a few shots from 
two pieces of light artilery, forcine Porter to 
bave his men hide in the brusp (which the evi- 
dence shows) to keep from being seea. 

His duty, Gen. Graot says, was to purposely 
engage Luopgstreets. attention. [ presume be 
does not mean that Pope should have done this 
by oot moving forward, either to attack or un- 
der pretext of attacking, not by moving ail bis 
troops up to Dawkirn's Branch, nor by allowing 
them to lie the road a distance of three 
miles under cover of woods with arins stacked.

his attenUon 80 as to preveot nearly the 
whole force of Longstreet from attacking Pope's 
left flank and foromy it back? 

Certainly ,not, if the evidence is to be believed: 
certainiy if Longstreet reported the truth. But 
the truth is, instead of Porter's engaging Lone- 
street's avtention, Gen. Stuart's report shows 
clearly that a few cavairy men engaged Porter's 
attention. 

in Porter's re ‘of that day’s operations he 
says that the dust on the road in his front was 
so heavy that it was evident to his mind a large 
force was moving against bim. 

Stuart (a Coufederate General) says in, his re- 
port (and it seems t Gen. Grant takes the 
statements otf Confederates for their numbers, 
and he ought consequently to accept all they 
say) that -he fooled Porter that day, and kept 
him from attacking Longstreet’s righi tankfby 
bay some brust tied to mules’ tuils and drag- 
ging them up and down the road to make dust, 
amd this dust made by brush was the “large

WHERE GEN. GRANT IS MISTAKEN. 

It seems that Gen. Grant has fallen into the 
same error by insisting in his articie that Long- 
street's force wasin froat of Porter, when it 
was not at anytime io his front, or pear his 
front, or facing his front. 

Gen, Grant that the court-martial that 
tried Porter made a mistake. He says that the 
4:30 order ordering Porter to attack at once 
eontem plated the attacking of Jackson's forces 
on the right fank, and “ that no doubt this was 
ig the mindof the court and of the commanding 
Generai.” 

Gea. Grant falls Into an error here again. 
Gen. Pope bad the information at 9 o’clock in 
the morning that a force bad passed through 
Gainesville (fifteen regiments of infantry and 
500 cavalry), and when he issued the order to 
Porter in the morning, it was to meet the force 
that he knew to be coming in that direction, but 
whether he knew it when he issued his order in 
the morning is immatertal, as be had the in- 
rormatuon early that day. 

After receiving tnis information, asa General 
be knew that the force coming down the road 
was coming to Jackson's right and rear so as to 
attack him on the left flank; and when he issued 
the 4:30 order, bow can Gen. Grant say that be 
(Pope) bad not contemplated the attack of Long- 
street on the right flank, wihien he claims that 
Porter himself knew that Longstreet was resting 
his right Hank in his (Porter's) direction, and 
there was nothing in sight that he could attack 
except the right flank of Longstreet.

He would have had to have done that and then 
turned aryvuad and attacked Jackson ou the 
right fank. [admit this would have been re- 
quiring to much of a man Whose movements 
were like those of Gen. Porter; but I 
would ask Gen. Grant to explain bow it is that 
Longstreet shows that he bad seven brigades at 
this time attacking Pupe’s left flank, yet he 
(Grant) says that Porter would have hai to whip 

whole 25,000.

In this note he says: “ I withdrew, and while 
doing 80 artillery opened upon us, and tire 
of the enemy ha Sadvanced and ours retired, 
I ned to wi to Manassas.’ 
(Manassas being the §station from which he 
started that morning, five miles to the rear.) 

hatartifiery opened upon him’? Two small 
pieces have wnentioned before. One sec- 
tion of a battery firedafew shots at about 3 
o'clock, when men were directed to put 
themseives under cover to keep the enemy from 
discovering them. Noattack was made upon 
him. He made no attack a any one, and yet 
he says “I have determined to withdraw to 
Manassas," showing that at the very time that 
Pope was in the bight of the engagement the 
whole corps of rter, covering his left flank, 
wus probably then on the retreat. 

He says further that “ they have gathered ar- 
tillery, and cavairy, and itofantry, and the ad- 
vauotne masses of dust show the enemy coming 
» force.” 

Now the evidence shows that no enemy came 
im his front except what I hare mentioned 
heretofore; that no attack was made on him, 
no movement in force was made against him, 
and that but one brigade ever showed itself dur- 
ing the whole day, and that did not advance 
upon bim. 

The evidence does show that the dust he 
mentioned was produced ®y dragging brush up 
and down the road, and in no other way; show- 
ing that he had decided not to fight, but was 
determined that Pope should lose that batitle.

et Gen. Grant insists that those men couid 
not have possibiy gotten into that fight in any 
way during that engagement without being ut- 
terly destroyed. 

You will see from the-facts I have stated 
that Gen. Porter did not only disobey the 6:30 
order of the 27th, but disobeyed the 3 o'clock or- 
der of the morning of the h. which directed 
bim to move on to Centreville. Ttat he dis- 
obeyed the order delivered to him about -9 
o’ clock on the morning of the 29th, ordering him 
to push forward to Gainesville, in not leaving 
until 10 o'clock; that he disobeyed it in not 
pushing forward; that he utterly disobeyed the 
4:30 order directing him to attack the enemy’s 
rigbt tank; and, in fact, that he obeyed no or- 
der in any preeee military sense that was given 
to bim from first order on the night of the 
27th up to and through the ‘engagement of the 
2h. Gen. Smith, who is now a Paymaster in 
the army, ina conversation with Pope on 
morning of the 20th told Gen. Pope that Gen.. 
Porter would fail bim in that battle. Gen. Ben 
Roberts did the same thing. Porter did fail 
him, utteriy disobeying bis orders, so that Gen. 
Pope was constra to issue an order on the 
night of the 29th in the following words: 

ae Sas Porter—-GENERAL: Immediately upon 
receipt of this order, the precise hoor of which you 
will ackno you will march your command to 
the field of battle of today and reportto me in per- 
son for orders. You are to understand y 
expected to comply strictly with thu order and be 

three huurs after ite re- 
ception or after daybreak tomorrow morning. 

And Gen. Grant further says that he considers 
the facts given before the Schofield board “ ful- 
ly exonerated Porter of the charge of disobedi- 
ence of the 4:30 order, and also in bis lukewarm- 
ness in supporting the commanding General.”’ 
How he can make this last statement I cannot 
understand. I will bere insert a pa 
a letter of George B. :McVlellan, 
eral, written on Sept. 1, 1862, at 5:30 p. 
Maj.-Gen. Porter at Centreville, comméan 
the Fifth Corps: 

“Task youfor my sake, that of the country, 
ang of all the old army of the Potomac, that you 
and ali friends will iend the fullest and most 
cordial codperation to Gen, Pope inall the opera- 
tions now going on.” 

I, merely put this in to ask the question of 
Gen. Grant whether or not McUlellan bimeelf 
does uot show from the writing of this note to 
Gen. Portet that be did not believe that he 

Porter) was cordially codperating with Gen. 
ope. This pote was written three days after 
the battle, and yet Gen. Grant says he is faliy 
exvuerated from the imputation of lukewarm- 
ness in his suyportof Gen. The 
testimony of a wan named Lord shows that Gen. 
Porter told bim (Lord) that he was not loyal, and 
had not. been loyal, to Pope, and ali facts 
collated show this statement to be true. Per- 
ter, with his troops—14,000 men under arms— 
the whole day within two and one-balf miles o 
a battle raging where the artillery and mus- 
ketry did not cease during the whole time.
